Pitchers como cloao to being tho de- 


clslvo factors In baaoball, after all in 
mild and done. Batting by tho teams 
IK BO much a matter of tlio form Bliown 
by tho oppoalng pitchers that It Is 
hnrd to arrive nt a hulunce between 
the ifroctlveness of tho pitcher and 
thnt of tho batters. Tho only way tu 
Judge of the real batting ability of a 
team IB by tho work It doen against 
pitchers of known efllcloncy. as teams 
nnd batters which hold good records 
with tho stick In somo cases do not hit 
good pitching, but fatten their records 
against that of tho weaker kind. That 
pitching holds the preponderance In 
tho game over batting IB shown by tho 
fact that tho best batters arc doing 
well when they get ono hit out of 
three times nt tint, and that when a 
pitcher IB going nt his best oven tho 
best batters fall to hit them success- 
fully. Ono of the troubles In reaching 
a true Imlnnco In tho relative Impor- 
tance of pitching, batting and Holding 
Is thnt there Is not always good pitch- 
ing when tho number of 
hits 
nro 


small. There are two reasons for this. 
Ono la thnt tho pitcher does not work 
with his Holders, and not a few errors 
nro really due to bad pitching. Tho 
other Is that pitchers do not alwayn 
piny their port In stopping base run- 
ning. The catcher plays nn Important 
part In this latter respect in throwing 
to bases, but tho pitcher Is, If any- 
thing, of more Importance still. 
Tho 


catcher must depend to no small ex- 
tent upon him to hold men close to 
base, and ho can prevent the batter 
from helping tho base runner to ad- 
vance by using the right kind of do- 
livery. 
When a pitcher Is twirling 


good ball, not only In tho way of hold- 
ing down tho hits, but also in helping 
his Holders nnd catcher along, and do- 
Ing his share in preventing base run- 
ning, It Is n poor team Indeed which l« 
not able to win.

Mr. Knowles Is candid 
enough to say that he dons not ex- 
pect an English team to win. but he 
believes they will put up a hnrd fight. 
Ho says they aro n little crude as yet 
In base running, but In hitting tho 
Englishmen are 
very 
clever.

United States while over hero, and ho 
3xpocts to talk baseball wherever ho 
goes, with tho hopu 
of 
ultimately

The board 
estimated that on January 1, 1909, 
there would be In the atato treasury 
$354,000, by placing the receipts of 
the stato at tho conservative estimate, 
and permitting to be expended from 
thn general fund tho $1,200,000, which 
will bo needed before January 1, 1909, 
In the construction of the new capltol 
building. Secretary Frear says that 
tho figures for tho resources of tho 
state arc 
very 
conservative. Only 


$200,000 was estimated for Inheritance 
tax and other figures were made pur- 
posely low, BO tho board would bo on 
Uio safo side. Ho thinks that on Janu- 
ary 1, 1009. there will bo easily half a 
million of dollars In tho treasury. The 
legislature at tho recent Houston au- 
thorized the board to rnlso $450,000 an- 
nually for tho construction of the cap- 
ltol by a'tax for that purpose.

With tho data 
from all those counties, reports of the 
sales of real estate and personal In- 
vestigations, the state tux commission 
sets about to determine If the counties 
aro all valued on tho BUIIIO basis. U 
appears from the reports of tho tux 
commission that county assessors arc 
prono to attempt to keep their assess- 
ment down, thereby relieving them of 
stato and mill taxes to an appreciable 
extent.

Tho object of the society Is 
to do away with tho middleman en- 
tirely in tho marketing of tho product 
of tho farmers of tho 
country 
and 


much success has been experienced In 
tho matter of tobacco and cotton. The 
grain situation has only recently been 
takon up by the society and the suc- 
cess achieved Is very gratifying to the 
officials. 
If the negotiations for the 


purchase of tho elevators go through 
there Is but little doubt that an enor- 
mous quantity of grain will bo hold at 
Superior pending the quotation of a 
reasonable price In the markets of tho 
world.

Must another Idol bo shattered? 


These questions seem to bo answered 
In tho affirmative by official records 
now musty with ago but In a fairly 
good state of preservation. For years 
thero has been a legend in Virginia 
that George Washington was seven 
times Indicted for perjury. 
No one 


gavo aerlous consideration to the ru- 
mors, unworthy of association with the 
beautiful childhood dream of the llttlo 
hatchet and the cherry tree. A young 
man of inquisitive temperament, hear- 
ing the legend, made Inquiry at tho 
congressional 
library 
to 
ascertain 


whether any records gave It support. 
Ho was cited by the expert In charge 
to tho court rocorda of Fairfax coun- 
ty. 
Thero ho discovered that Me- 


Dowell'a men, after the battlo of null 
Run, 
ransacked the courthouse and 


carried away most of the records, but 
that one volume had recently boon ro. 
covered through the executor of tho 
estate of one of tho Pennsylvania sol- 
dlorH, This voluino was carefully ex- 
amined, and It \vun found that on May 
21, 17C.O. the grand Jury returned a 
presentment against George Washing- 
ton for having dodged taxeB on "a 


wheeled vehicle." 


Washington was In good company, 


tho presentment also naming George 
William Fairfax, William Mason and a 
number of other dlstlngulahod gentle- 
men of tho day. At that tlmo In the 
colony'of'Virginia two methods wore 
In vogue for taxing property, both 
personal and real. Either tho assessor 
was permitted to make tho list or the 
subject under oath submitted a list 
Aa tho 
presentment 
waa 
returned 


against George Washington, It la evi- 
dent thnt ho made oath to the Hat of 
his property and failed to Include "a 
wheeled carriage" of which he was 
poaacBHod. 


Washington, 
not being Indicted, 


shows thnt tho grand jury acted upon 
its own initiative, because had tho 
matter been called to their attention 
by the prosecutor for tho colony un In- 
dictment would have been returned.

not 


whither. It Is Intangible, hence has 
no power of leadership or compulsion. 
It Is an Impulse erratic, unreasoning, 
often reactive, Inciting desire 'with- 
out gratification, hope without fruit- 


Ion. 


The olfect of unrest depends largely 


upon the nature of Its subject. It Is 
a blessing or a curse according to our 
Individual characters. 
If our senti- 


ments, motives and ambitions are 
right, our unrest will awaken In i:s 
bettor thoughts and place us on the 
road to success* and happiness. 
Hut 


If our natures are awry, our ambit- 
Ions low and our mental processes de- 
fective, we shall continually Und our- 
selves on lower levels and ultimately 
furnish object lessons of wasted lives. 


Yet unrest and contentment are 


not necessarily Incompatible. Their 
relations and operations depend upon 
how we allow them to act or react up 
on us. Jf wo dellnc unrest as dlssat 
Isfactlon with or protest against ex 
Istlng conditions, Its subject may be 
only a negative man In a world of 
shifting shadows. 
This Is merely 


kicking against the goads, and It] 
does not require much of a man to be 
a kicker. 
Usually the kicker Is an 


overgrown baby, crying for what he 
knows not. He lacks executive abili- 
ty. Ho has not the tlrsl element of a 
reformer, lie Is too dllTuse to con- 
centrate and too Impotent to exert 
his faculties. 
Protest, without defi- 


nite objects, llxcil principle and syste- 
matic effort, Is like the Invasion of an 
enemy's country unarmed and with- 
out a plan of campaign. 
Yet there 


are such protestors In all depart ments 
of life. In politics, In religion, In so- 
cloty, In business, In government, the 
ordinary kicker objects to conditions 
without otTorlng to suggest the least 
Improvement. 
He Is either Ignorant 


of his real wants or lacks the energy. 
honesty, courage or faculty to dollne 
them. His effectiveness tlnds Its sole 
expression In the formula "It Is time 
for a change." Such a man can be 
only negative. 
He lacks eillclency. 


He demands something that he can- 
not dellno, and falls to (list-over the 
difference between change and pro- 
gress and that change Is the habit of 
narrow minds, progress the necessity 
of great minds. 


Discontent develops 
I'rom many 


sources. It may bo Inspired by envy, 
consclousne* of failure, Jealousy, dis- 
appointment, poverty and many other 
causes. We cannot marvel at discon- 
tent In those whoso light has failed. 
Hut wo llnd It also In many who have 
attained success. Many a man to 
whom the world has accorded fair 
recognition llndsmore In life to swear 
at than to swear by. These are the 
cynics. They distrust human nature, 
constantly and conlldently expect In- 
gratitude, doubt all goodness. 
Many 


such arc normally strong and capable, 
but their Insistent doubts of men's 
disinterestedness and God's Justice 


I have paraly/ed their better natures 
| and neutrali/.ed their efforts for bet- 
terment. 


Other men are discontented because 


personal tastes, ambitions or opinions 
have not been fully gratified. They 
cannot conceive of contentment eltli- 
or In adversity or prosperity. Such a 
roan Is torture to himself and a me- 
nance to his neighbor. 
If in poverty 


he rails at wealth, If in affluence he 
cries for more and criticises his clouds 
because their silver lining was not 
fabricated at the ratio of sixteen to 
one. 


Lexicographers probably consider 


satisfaction 
and 
contentment 
as 


synonymous. Hut there Is more than 
a shade of difference. Satisfaction Is 
that state wherein grat Ideation Is 
complete, and, relative to a given ef- 
fect or condition, asks and desires no 
more. Danger lies In that condition. 
When a man estimates himself as 
complete In any relation, progress 
ceases In that direction, and decad- 
ence begins. The confirmed self sat- 
isfied man has ended his usefulness 
and received his sentence of depar- 
ture. 


Hut contentment neither discourag- 


es hope nor retards progress. 
1'uul's 


philosophy covers the whole ground. 
He compliments his brethren on their 
care for his personal welfare, yet, de- 
precating misconstruction, he says— 
"Not that I speak In respect to want; 
for 1 have learned, In whatsoever 
state 1 am, therewith to bo content." 
II Is contentment 
Is of that quality 


which nothing can disturb. He could 
practice humility and bear exaltation. 
Could suffer hunger or enjoy reple- 
tion, sustain a manly, noble equanim- 
ity In ull situations. Hut this con- 
tentment did not weaken his enthu- 
siasm, Impair his faith or cause any 
abatement In his strenuous work. 
This Is simply the Christian philoso- 
phy. The true man knows that there 
Is no condition which might not have 
been worse, none that may not be 
better. "Wherever he goes, whatever 
surrounds him, he carries his hope, 
his faith, his manly vigor, his Invin- 
cible determination to do right for 
the sake of right, knowing that, al- 
though his heroism may not be ap- 
preciated hero, It will bo understood 
ond rewarded hereafter. 
And he 


who has this profound Christian phil- 


have fought a good light, I have lln 
Ished my course, I have kept the 
faith." So mote It be.
